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The Tneensed I Debt Question. 

At the end of the session and by a 
majority of only one in the senate, the 
debt question of Tennessee has been dis- 
posed of. The bill acknowledging the 
entire debt of the state has become a law, 
the rate of interest to be three per cent, 
and the coupons of the new bonds to be 
receivable for taxes. The bondholders 
have agreed in large numbers to accept 
this plan, which is known in Tennessee 
asthe 100-3 bill, and the people have 
agreed through their representatives to 
carry it out.. Let us hope that this settle- 
ment will stand. Practically the debt 
has been scaled down one-half, so far 
as the current burden is concerned; and 
the state can well afford to shoulder 
the load in order to put an end toa 
vexed, disturbing and hurtful issue. 
The low-tax party may still oppose the 
settlement, but it is searcely probable 
that they will beable to gain control of 
the state government, thereby securing 
the power to refuse to provide for the in- 
terest due on thenewbonds. The people 
of the state will soon realize the benetits 
that will flow from the settlement, and 
this will operate to keep the low-tax 
people out of power. The whole question 
may in fact be considered settled and 
disposed of. The funding of the 
<North Carolina debt progressing 
favorably; and there only remain in the 
south the debts of Virginia and Arkansas 
for settlement. The two last named 
-states will indeed be fortunate if they 
succeed in taking their debt questions 
out of politics as happily as has Tennes- 
Bee. 
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Mahone and the Negroes. 

(dur colored friends now have a fine 
opportunity to study the attitude and 
intentions of the republicans with re- 
spect to the negro race. Awhile ago, 
some of the more hopeful of the negro 
leaders predicted that Bruce or some 
other prominent colored man would be 
tendered a place in the cabinet. We 
pointed out, at the time, that the discus- 
sion of such an-appointment even as a 
mere probability would arouse a feeling 
of indignation among the republicans at 
the north. It was never discussed as a 
probability, however, nor was it even 
considered either by those in power or by 
the organs of the party. The latter, in- 
deed, were disposed to be sarcas- 
tic. The preposterous ambition 
of the negroes, as some of the organs 
chose to call it, stirred the gall of the 
select republican circles, andif Mr. Gar- 
field ever had any intention of recogni- 
zingtheir claimsinany substantial way,he 
Was given to understand that such a 
course would not be tolerated by the mass 
of republicansat the north. Alluding to 
‘these manifestations some time ago, and 
quoting expressions of opinion from 
various republican journals, we called 
the attention of the colored people to 
the fact that they had but just entered 
upon a long term of apprenticeship to the 
republican party. They will be 
allowed to vote and (to ex- 
ercise such other rights as will aid 
the republican party to secure the offices 
of the country, but when they betray a 
disposition to share in the spoils, they 
are quickly given to understand that they 
are out of their element.

“Interest and Profits. 

We printed the other day an extract 
from a sonth Georgia exchange setting 
forth the fact that most of the small far- 
mers in the particular sections tributary 
to the timber markets had invested the 
proceeds of their crops in the labor and 
tools necessary for timber-cutters’ outfits, 
and had gone into the busine # pretty 
extensively. The extract in question 
also gave the conclusion o! the story. 
After making their investment and get- 
ting out their rafta, the farmerssent them 
adrift to Darien. Arriving there, they 
found an accumulation of timber. The 
supply was greater than the demand, and 
prices were ruling low. The consequence 
was, these farmers who had engaged in 
the timber business were compelled to 
dispose of the proceeds of theirlabor at a 
loss, and they returned home considera- 
bly out of pocket. 

Now here is an opportunity for the 
champions of the usury law to add ma- 
terially to the scope of that peculiar kind 
of legislation. The policy of those who 
fayor a usury law is that those who de- 
sire to borrow money should be regu- 
lated in their desires and in their neces- 
sities by legislative guardian which 
shall prevent them from paying a larger 


rate of interest than they can afford for] 


a money accommodation. Now as the 
value of money is wholly representative, 
and in no sense intrinsic—representing 
either labor or property, the result 
of labor—it is impossible to conceive 
why the policy which insists upon the 
interest law should not also insist 
upon regulating property transfers and 
other transactions tbat are either specula- 
tive or intrinsic. If it is to the public 
good to regulate money bargains, it 
certainiy is to the public good to regulate 
every kind and degree of bargain or sale 
which is accompanied by either profit or 
loss. 

Taking the arguments of the cham- 
pions of the usury law as we find 
them, they apply with equal force 
to all sorts of trades, barters and business 
transactions. The small farmers who 
recently invested in the timber business 
with serious loss should be prevented by 
law from changing their investments, 
and whenever there is a risk the law 
should intervene to protect the public. 
Perhaps this is an_ enlargement 
of the arguments of those who 
would protect borrowers by law, 
but no absurdity should be allowed 
to stand in the way of logical progression. 
A horse-swap at Kinderhook, the pur- 
chase of twenty bushels of 
corn on time at Gullettsville, a real 
estate transfer at Ashbank, or the sale of 
a crop of cotton in Tugaloo are not more 
private transactions than the borrowing 
of money by an individual who may 
happen to need it. If it is sound public 
policy to regulate the one by law, itis 
sound public policy to regulate the other. 
The advantage gained in the horse-swap 
and the profits onthe corn, the real 
estate and the cotton crop, are merely the 
interest on the original investments, and 
nothing more can be madeofthem. We 
throw out these random thoughts in 
order that the champions of the interest 
law may have something to ruminate 
upon.

Ldueation at the Soath, 
Chicago Telegraph. 

The suggestions of General Garfield as to the 
necessity for school houses in the south have 
served to call general attention to the subject, 
and the springfield Republican contributes a 
series of articles to the discussion of the - matter 
which are full of interest. 

The condition of things is considered at three 
periods—b-:fore the war, during the reconstruc 
tion and atthe presenttime. The first period was 
that of slavery; the secoud covers the beginning 
of government by the freedmen, and the third 
the effort at white seif government on a perma- 
nent basis. The years 1560, 1570 and 1830 are taken 
to represent these periods. 

Before the war the slave holding states had 
schools, some of them first class, but no public 
school system worthy of the name, Districts 
were 1 ot compelied to support scbools, taxation 
was inefficient throughout, and, worst of ail, the 
public schoo] was reckoned a charitable institu- 
ton fitonly forthe very poor. Being neglected 
by both taxpayers and pupils, such schools could 
hardly be suid to have an existence. The 
education wasin private schouls where tuition 
was so hich that only the rich could. pay it, and 
so it came that the south, with one-third of the 
country’s population, had less than a sixth of the 
total at'‘encaucein pub icschools—the attendance 
being irregular and the schools inefficient at 
that—about its due proportion of —— in 
private schools, nearly half the college graduates, 
aud half the total number of illiterate whites 
The curse of slavery plainly appears in this 
statement. There was the spirit of caste, aud the 
ruling classwas educated in the best manner 
while the masses were neglected. 

In 1870, notwithstanding the evils arising from 
the administration of affairs by ignorant negroes, 
there was a considerable improvement. The 
attendauce of white pup:lsat public schools in- 
creased from a sixth to nearly a fifth of the whole, 
and included about two fifths ofall white children 
of schoel age; but of the young blacks not one in 
ten was enrolled in the public schools, taking 
the states together, and in Mississippi only about 
ouein thirty. The attendance at private schools 
Also increased to about half thatof the whole 
country. 

In 1880 the enrollment of white children had 
doubled from that of 1870, and the attendance of 
the blacks had increased five fold; two-thirds of 
the whites and one-half of the blacks went to 
school. Thisisa most remarkable change, and 
the writer of the article from which the statement 
istakeu wellsays that ‘‘the presect status of 
southern education is full of encouragement aiid 
hope, pot because the schools are what they 
ought to be,and will be soon, but because time and 
discipline have prepared the people to recognize 
the value of the school-house, and that their only 
safety lies in intelligence aod the supremacy of 
the law.”
